“I  guess  we  can  start  calling 
the  scholarship  dinner  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  tradition  now,” 
comments  A1  Fellinger,  dinner 
co-chairman.  “This  is  our  fifth 
dinner  and  we  now  begin  our 
second  generation  of  scholarship 
support.  The  students  who  bene- 
fitted  from  our  first  dinner  in 
1969  will  graduate  this  June.” 

Held  at  the  Drake  Hotel  in 
Chicago  on  the  evening  of  Apr. 
19,  the  gala  affair  attended  by 
more  than  250  college  friends 
brought  to  160,000  the  amount 
of  scholarship  funds  raised 
through  these  functions. 

The  top-ranking  male  and  fe¬ 
male  students  in  the  Class  of 
’74  were  presented  with  academ¬ 
ic  excellence  awards.

In  addition  to  the  traditional 
awards,  the  Saint  Joseph’s  Board 
of  Trustees  made  two  other  pre¬ 
sentations.

cited  for  his  dedicated  service 
“in  assisting  the  scholars  of  the 
present.”  Another  presentation 
was  made  by  Board  chairman 
G.R.  Schreiber  to  Saint  Joseph’s 
President,  Father  Chahles  Banet, 
on  the  occasion  of  his  25th  an¬ 
niversary  in  the  priesthood.

Hard-Hitting  Pumas  Win  8  of  9 
To  End  Baseball  Season  15-13 


A  well-balanced  hitting  attack 
and  clutch  pitching  enabled  Saint 
Joseph’s  baseball  Pumas  to  win 
eight  of  their  last  nine  games 
this  season  and  finish  with  a 
15-13  record,  the  second  straight 
year  above  the  .500  plateau. 

“It’s  a  great  feeling  to  know 
that  you  don’t  have  to  rely  upon 
just  one  or  two  players  to  get 
the  big  hits  for  you,”  remarks 
head  coach  George  Post,  ’65, 
whose  team  also  swept  its  last 
three  Indiana  Collegiate  Confer¬ 


ence  doubleheaders  to  change  a 
2-4  ICC  mark  to  an  8-4  finish, 
good  for  a  third-place  tie  in  the 
loop. 

Saint  Joe  had  a  variety  of 
heroes  this  season,  particularly 
at  the  plate  where  six  regulars 
hit  .286  or  better  and  nine  dif¬ 
ferent  players  either  recorded 
game-winning  hits  or  scored 
game-winning  runs. 

“We  never  knew  who  would 
provide  the  impetus  for  a  rally, 
but  it  seemed  like  everyone  on 


this  team  developed  growing 
confidence  in  each  other  as  the 
season  progressed,  and  the  key 
hits  came  from  almost  every¬ 
one,”  Post  says.  “In  pitching  it 
was  the  same  way,  because  sev¬ 
en  different  pitchers  won  games 
for  us,  and  by  the  time  the  sea¬ 
son  ended,  we  had  a  pleasing 
choice  among  pitchers.”

Saint  Joseph’s  varsity  thrust 
a  solid  defense  and  an  opportu¬ 
nistic  offense  at  the  alumni  to 
claim  a  7-0  win  in  the  annual 
spring  game,  Mar.  30,  that 
concluded  drills  for  the  ’74  Pu¬ 
mas. 

The  weatherman  played  a  cruel 
April  Fool’s  trick  on  the  teams 
and  several  hundred  brave  souls 
who  ventured  into  the  wind  and 
wet  snow  to  see  the  match. 
Heavy  rains  left  much  of  the 
playing  field  a  quagmire  and 
this  cramped  both  teams’  efforts 
to  pass  or  develop  an  outside 
running  attack. 

Halfback  Lynn  Maltinsky 
(soph.,  Minster,  O.)  scored  the 
game’s  only  touchdown  mid-way 
through  the  second  quarter  on 
a  three-yard  plunge. 

The  varsity  outgained  the 
alumni  by  100-39,  with  the  var¬ 
sity  defense  permitting  just  two 
first  downs.  The  varsity  defense 


also  pounced  on  two  alumni 
fumbles  and  intercepted  two 
passes. 

The  alumni  threatened  just 
twice,  first  when  Bill  Reagan  (sr., 
Lorain,  O.)  and  Terry  Rudnick 
’70,  combined  on  a  34-yard  pass 
play  that  put  the  ball  on  the 
varsity  33.  But  the  varsity  de¬ 
fense  forced  a  fumble  two  plays 
later. 

Late  in  the  fourth  quarter,  the 
alumni  recovered  a  fumble  at 
the  varsity  27,  but  the  alumni 
returned  the  favor  on  the  next 
play  by  losing  a  fumble  them¬ 
selves.

19th  Straight  Semester 


Saint  Joseph’s  student  news¬ 
paper  STUFF  has  been  accorded 
All-American  honors  by  the 
Associated  Collegiate  Press 
(ACP)  for  its  first-semester  is¬ 
sues  of  the  1973-74  school  year. 

It  marks  the  19th  consecutive 
semester,  dating  back  to  the 
first  semester  of  the  1964-65 
school  year,  that  STUFF  has 
been  rated  an  ACP  All-American 
paper.  A  similar  rating  during 
the  second  semester  would  earn 
STUFF  an  All-American  stand¬ 
ing  for  its  tenth  consecutive 
year. 

ACP  judges  gave  STUFF  “ex¬ 
cellent”  ratings  in  four  major 
categories:  news  coverage  and 
content,  writing  and  editing,  edi¬ 
torial  leadership,  and  photogra¬ 
phy.
